The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  guided  by  the  principle  that  medical  education  is 
university  education.  The  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  skills  is  important  in  professional 
education,  but  far  more  vital  is  a  profound  understanding  of  the  science,  the  art,  and  the  ethic 
within  which  both  knowledge  and  skill  are  applied.  As  a  part  of  Columbia  University,  the 
College  builds  its  curriculum,  selects  its  officers  of  instruction,  and  marshals  its  enormous 
resources  of  equipment  and  clinical  experience  to  develop  in  the  student  this  understanding  of 
medicine.  Within  the  curriculum  for  the  M.D.  degree  is  the  fundamental  knowledge  upon 
which  later  specialization  is  built,  and  from  which  the  natural  bent  is  discovered  toward  general 
or  special  practice,  or  toward  research,  teachmg,  or  administration.  The  postgraduate  programs 
of  the  College  provide  training  in  the  specialties,  help  the  graduate  physician  to  keep  abreast  of 
new  knowledge,  and  support  the  research  from  which  the  physician's  knowledge  develops. 

Statement  of  Nondiscriminatory  Policies 

The  University  is  required  by  certain  Federal  statutes  and  administrative  regulations  to  publish 
the  following  statements. 

Consistent  with  the  requirements  of  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments  of  1972,  as 
amended,  and  Part  86  of  45  C.F.R.,  the  University  does  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sex  in 
the  conduct  or  operation  of  its  education  programs  or  activities  (including  employment  therein 
and  admission  thereto).

Columbia  University  admits  students  of  any  race,  color,  national  and  ethnic  origin  to  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  programs,  and  activities  generally  accorded  or  made  available  to  students  at 
the  University.  It  does  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  national  and  ethnic  origin  in 
administration  of  its  educational  policies,  admissions  policies,  scholarship  and  loan  programs, 
and  athletic  and  other  University-administered  programs. 

Consistent  with  the  requirements  of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  as 
amended,  and  Part  84  of  45  C.F.R,  the  University  does  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  handi- 
cap in  admission  or  access  to,  or  employment  in,  its  programs  and  activities.  Section  503  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  requires  affirmative  action  to  employ  and  advance  in  employment 
qualified  handicapped  workers. 

The  University  in  addition  desires  to  call  attention  to  other  laws  and  regulations  that  protect 
employees,  students,  and  applicants. 

Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  as  amended,  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race,  color,  or  national  origin  in  programs  or  activities  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance.  Title 
VII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  as  amended,  prohibits  employment  discrimination  because 
of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin.  Executive  Order  11246,  as  amended,  prohibits 
discrimination  in  employment  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin  and 
requires  affirmative  action  to  ensure  equality  of  opportunity  in  all  aspects  of  employment.  In 
addition.  New  York  Human  Rights  Law  Article  15,  Executive  Law  Section  296  prohibits 
discrimination  in  employment  because  of  marital  status. 

The  Equal  Pay  Act  of  1963  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex  in  rates  of  pay.  The  Age 
Discrimination  in  Employment  Act  of  1967,  as  amended,  prohibits  discrimination  in  employ- 
ment on  the  basis  of  age. 

The  Columbia  University  Senate  on  December  1,  1978,  passed  a  resolution  announcing  its 
general  educational  policy  on  discrimination  which  reaffirms  the  University's  commitment  to 
nondiscriminator}'  policies  in  the  above-mentioned  categories,  as  well  as  its  polic)'  not  to 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation. 
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Section  402  of  the  Vietnam  Era  Veterans'  Readjustment  Assistance  Act  of  1974,  as  amended, 
prohibits  job  discrimination  and  requires  affirmative  action  to  employ  and  advance  in  employ- 
ment qualified  special  disabled  veterans  and  veterans  of  the  Vietnam  era. 

All  emplovees,  students,  and  applicants  are  protected  from  coercion,  intimidation,  inter- 
ference or  discrimination  for  filing  a  complaint  or  assisting  in  an  investigation  under  any  of  the 
foregoing  policies  and  laws. 

The  Universitv's  Office  of  Equal  Opportunity  and  Afiirmative  Action  has  also  been 
designated  to  coordinate  the  University's  compliance  activities  under  each  of  the  programs 
referred  to  above.  Anv  emplovee  who  believes  that  he  or  she  has  been  denied  equal  opportunity 
should  contact  this  Office,  which  will  investigate  complaints  and  counsel  employees  on  ques- 
tions relating  to  equal  opportunity  and  affirmative  action. 

Rules  of  University  Conduct 

The  Rules  of  University  Conduct  (Chapter  XLI  of  the  Statutes  of  the  University)  provide 
special  disciplinarx'  rules  applicable  to  demonstrations,  rallies,  picketing,  and  the  circulation  of 
petitions.  These  rules  are  designed  to  protect  the  rights  of  free  expression  through  peaceful 
demonstration  while  at  the  same  time  ensuring  the  proper  functioning  of  the  University  and 
the  protection  of  the  rights  of  those  who  may  be  affected  by  such  demonstrations. 

The  Rules  of  Unixersity  Conduct  are  University-wide,  and  displace  the  normal  disciplinary 
procedures  of  each  School  or  Division  ("Dean's  discipline"),  although  a  student  who  is  charged 
with  a  \iolation  of  the  Rules  has  the  option  of  choosing  Dean's  discipline. 

All  University  faculty,  students,  and  staff  are  responsible  for  compliance  with  the  Rules  of 
Universitv  Conduct.  Copies  of  the  full  text  are  available  at  the  Office  of  the  University  Senate, 
402  Low  Memorial  Libran',  at  the  Office  of  the  Registrar,  208  Philosophy,  and  at  the  Office  of 
Student  Activities,  206  Ferris  Booth  Hall. 

Resen^ation  of  University  Rights 

This  bulletin  is  intended  for  the  guidance  of  persons  applying  for  or  considering  application  for 
admission  to  Columbia  University  and  for  the  guidance  of  Columbia  students  and  faculty.  The 
bulletin  sets  forth  in  general  the  manner  in  which  the  University  intends  to  proceed  with 
respect  to  the  matters  set  forth  herein,  but  the  University  reser\'es  the  right  to  depart  without 
notice  from  the  terms  of  this  bulletin.  This  bulletin  is  not  intended  to  be  and  should  not  be 
regarded  as  a  contract  between  the  University  and  any  student  or  other  person. 

History  of  the  College  and  University 

Columbia  Uni\ersit\'  began  as  King's  College,  which  was  founded  in  1754  by  royal  grant  of 
George  II,  King  of  England,  "for  the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  the  Learned  Languages,  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences."  The  American  Revolution  interrupted  its  program,  but  in  1784  it 
was  reopened  as  Columbia  College.  In  1912  the  title  was  changed  to  Columbia  Unixersity  in  the 
City  of  New  York. 

King's  College  organized  a  medical  faculty  in  1767  and  was  the  first  institution  in  the  North 
American  Colonies  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  The  first  graduates  in  medicine 
from  the  College  were  Robert  Tucker  and  Samuel  Kissam,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  in  May  1769,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  May  1770  and  May  1771,  respec- 
tively. Instruction  in  medicine  was  given  until  interrupted  by  the  Revolution  and  the  occupa- 
tion of  New  York  by  the  British,  which  lasted  until  November  25,  1783.  In  1784  instruction 
was  resumed  in  the  academic  departments,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year  the  medical 
facultv  was  reestablished.  In  1814  the  medical  faculty  of  Columbia  College  was  merged  with  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  which  had  obtained  an  independent  charter  in  1807.  In 
1860,  by  agreement  between  the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  became  the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College;  from  that  time  on  the 
diplomas  of  the  graduates  were  signed  by  the  President  of  Columbia  College  as  well  as  by  the 
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President  ot  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  connection  was  only  a  nominal  one, 
however,  until  1891,  when  the  college  was  incorporated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University. 
Since  September  1917,  women  have  been  admitted  to  the  College  on  the  same  basis  as  men. 

The  Columbia-Presbx'terian  Medical  Center  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1928,  seven  vears 
after  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  alliance  between  Columbia  Universitv  and  the 
Presbvterian  Hospital.  It  consists  of  the  following  units:  the  dixisions  of  the  Unixersity  Faculty 
of  Medicine  (the  College  of  Phvsicians  and  Surgeons,  the  School  of  Nursing,  the  School  of 
Public  Health);  the  Uni\ersit\'  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgen';  the  Presbvterian  Hospital 
and  its  subdi\isions;  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute;  and  the  Washington  Heights 
Health  and  Teaching  Center. 

The  Medical  Center  occupies  a  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  Universitv  and  the 
Presbvterian  Hospital  bv  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  and  Mr.  EcHward  S.  Harkness.  It  comprises 
about  twentv  acres  extending  from  W'est  165th  Street  to  West  168th  Street  and  from  Broadwa\' 
to  Riverside  Drive  and  is  readilv  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  A  map  of  the  Medical  Center 
is  gi\en  on  the  inside  back  cover. 

The  College  of  Phvsicians  and  Surgeons  is  at  630  West  168th  Street  between  Broadwa\'  and 
Fort  Washington  A\enue  in  a  seventeen-stor\'  building,  each  floor  of  which  connects  with  the 
wards  and  services  of  the  Presbvterian  Hospital.  The  William  Black  Medical  Research  Building 
is  a  twentv-stor\'  building,  containing  research  laboratories  for  the  facultv  members  of  the 
College  of  Phvsicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  connected  with  the  College  building  and  is  located  at 
168th  Street  and  Fort  Washington  Avenue.  The  Julius  and  Armand  Hammer  Health  Sciences 
Center,  a  twentv-storx'  structure  diagonally  opposite  the  William  Black  Medical  Research 
Building,  opened  its  teaching,  research,  and  librar)'  facilities  in  1976. 

Augustus  C.  Long  Health  Sciences  Library 

The  Columbia  University  Health  Sciences  Libran'  is  housed  in  the  Julius  and  Armand  Hammer 
Health  Sciences  Center,  701  West  168th  Street.  The  four  floors  occupied  by  the  library'  offer 
a  comfortable  atmosphere  conduci\'e  to  study,  including  such  amenities  as  individual  study 
carrels,  group  study  and  conference  rooms,  typing  rooms,  and  a  leisure  reading  lounge. 

With  more  than  400,000  volumes  and  a  staff  of  48,  the  Health  Sciences  Librar)'  is  one  of  the 
largest  medical  center  libraries  in  the  United  States.  It  is  well  able  to  serx'e  the  needs  of  ficulty, 
students,  and  researchers  in  the  health  sciences  disciplines.  More  than  3,400  periodicals  are 
received  regularly.  The  librar)'  includes  a  comprehensive  media  center  equipped  with 
audiovisual  materials  and  equipment,  a  microcomputer  room,  and  a  significant  rare  book  and 
special  collections  section.  The  librar\'  offers  a  wide  array  of  information  serv'ices,  including 
computerized  literature  searching,  individual  consultation  on  research  topics,  and  instruction 
on  the  use  of  information  resources.  Materials  describing  librar\^  services  are  available  on 
request. 

Other  Columbia  libraries,  located  on  the  Morningside  campus,  are  open  to  all  students  and 
tacultv  who  carrv^  Columbia  identification  cards.  The  main  collection  is  housed  in  Butler 
Libran-;  special  and  departmental  collections  are  housed  in  other  buildings  on  the  campus. 
Columbia  students  and  tacultv  are  also  permitted  access  to  the  collections  of  approximately 
twenty-five  other  research  institutions  including  Stanford  and  Yale  Universities,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Research  Libraries  Group.  Information  about  the  Research  Libraries  Group  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Health  Sciences  Librarv'. 

Comprehensive  Cancer  Center  and  Institute  of  Cancer 
Research 

The  Cancer  Research  Center  was  established  in  1973.  In  1979  the  Center  was  awarded  Com- 
prehensive status  bv  the  National  Cancer  Institute  in  recognition  of  its  broad  responsibility  for 
research,  patient  care,  and  cancer  control  activities.  The  Center  coordinates,  integrates,  and 
facilitates  cancer  research,  education,  and  patient  care  in  the  Health  Sciences  Faculties  of  Col- 
umbia Universitv  and  its  affiliated  hospitals  in  New  York  City— Presbyterian,  St.  Luke's- 
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Roose\elt,  Harlem— as  well  as  0\erlook  in  Summit,  New  Jersey,  and  Morristown  Memorial 
Hospital  in  New  Jerse\'.  The  Cancer  Center  was  organized  to  effect  the  efficient  and  cooperative 
use  of  all  Center  resources,  maximize  the  dissemination  of  information  among  Center  person- 
nel, stimulate  basic  cancer  research,  and  ficilitate  the  rapid  translation  of  cancer  research  find- 
ings into  programs  for  impro\ing  capabilities  for  the  prexention  of  cancer  and  the  diagnosis, 
treatment,  and  care  of  patients  with  cancer. 

The  Institute  of  Cancer  Research  of  Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
was  established  in  1911  w  ith  funds  bequeathed  to  the  Uni\ersity  by  George  Crocker.  It  moved 
from  its  original  quarters  on  116th  Street  to  the  campus  of  the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical 
Center  in  1938. 

The  Comprehensixe  Cancer  Center  and  the  Institute  of  Cancer  Research  are  mutually 
in\ol\ed  in  a  clinical  and  basic  research  cancer  effort,  although  their  administrations  function 
autonomously. 

The  Centers  for  Community  Health 

The  Centers  for  Communitv  Health  are  composed  of  a  Center  for  Health  Serxices  Research  and 
a  Collaborati\e  Program  in  Oral  Health  w  ith  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surger\'  whose 
research  program  is  one  of  the  few  in  the  countr\'  directed  toward  an  area  of  health  ser\'ices 
w  hich  has  long  been  neglected.  The  Centers  proxide  a  locus  for  student  teaching  and  research 
bv  the  Facultv  of  Medicine  and  the  School  of  Public  Health,  especially  health  administration, 
on  problems  of  the  deli\'er\',  financing,  and  distribution  of  health  care  in  a  dixerse  group  of 
institutions  in  the  inner  cit\'  and  the  suburbs. 

Center  for  Geriatrics  and  Gerontolog}^ 

The  Center  was  established  and  funded  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  the  New  York  State 
Office  of  Mental  Health  and  is  a  rich  resource  for  teaching  and  research  in  geriatrics  and  geron- 
tolog\-  in  a  group  of  medical  as  well  as  long-term  care  ficilities  and  in  community  settings.  The 
components  of  the  Center  compri.se  an  independent  entit\'  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  a  Divi- 
sion in  the  School  of  Public  Health,  and  a  Department  in  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Insti- 
tute. The  Center  was  designated  bx  the  Administration  on  Aging  as  a  long-term  care  geron- 
tology' center  is  for  HHS  region  II .  The  Center  has  forged  de\  elopment  of  models  for  an  alliance 
between  the  Uni\ersitv  and  the  communitv  proxiders  of  care  for  the  development  of  senices  to 
the  elderh'.  Its  major  focus  is  cross-national  research  and  the  care  of  the  elderly. 

How  ard  Hughes  Medical  Institute  Program  in 
Molecular  Neurobiology^ 

The  Program  is  the  onlv  one  of  the  ten  Hughes  Medical  Institute  Programs  in  the  countr)'  to 
be  de\-oted  to  the  neurosciences.  Its  establishment  in  1984  made  possible  the  scientific  integra- 
tion of  the  College's  widelv  acclaimed  research  efforts  in  the  neurobiology'  of  learning  and 
critical  areas  of  molecular  genetics.  In  addition  to  established  in\estigators  in  these  fields,  the 
Center  personnel  include  postdoctoral  fellows,  staff  scientists,  junior  faculty,  and  support  staff. 

Center  for  the  Study  of  Society  and  Medicine 

The  Center  was  established  in  1982  to  enrich  the  teaching  and  practice  of  medicine  with  the 
conceptual  and  policx'  insights  of  the  social  sciences  and  humanities.  Its  collaborative  effort 
provides  a  unique  opportunitv  for  scholars  trained  in  sociology',  law,  histor)',  social  work, 
philosophv,  and  economics  to  work  together  with  medical  clinicians  and  researchers.  Principal 
members  of  the  Center  facult\'  ha\e  appointments  in  the  Department  of  Medicine,  which 
enables  them  to  offer  instructional  programs  taught  jointh'  bv  clinicians,  social  scientists,  and 
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humanists.  Center  faculty  teams  teach  a  rec]uired  course  for  second-year  medical  students  on 
the  social  forces  shaping  contemporar\'  medical  practice,  conduct  seminars  for  medical  house 
staff,  participate  in  tlailv  hospital  rounds,  and  lecture  at  Columbia-affiliated  institutions. 


Center  for  Clinical  Research 

The  Center  for  Clinical  Research  is  a  resource  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  multidisciplinary, 
intensive  investigation  of  human  disease.  It  includes  a  fourteen-bed  Adult  Unit,  a  four-bed 
Pediatric  Unit,  a  Metabolic  Diet  Kitchen,  an  Outpatient  Unit,  a  Core  Laboratory',  and  a  Com- 
puter Facilitv.  The  Center  is  designed  so  that  acutely  ill,  as  well  as  ambulator)'  patients,  can  be 
studied.  Use  of  the  Center  is  open  to  qualified  faculty  members  of  the  clinical  and  basic  science 
departments  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  upon  approval  of  the  Advisor)'  Commit- 
tee. Although  the  primar)'  purpose  of  the  facility  is  concernecl  with  research,  it  also  provides 
unusual  opportunities  for  undergraduate  and  postgraduate  training  in  clinical  investigation. 

In  the  Adult  Unit  major  research  activities  include  bone  and  mineral  metabolism,  cardiac 
electrophvsiolog)'  and  pharmacology',  cardiovascular  pathophysiolog)',  cardiac  transplantation, 
endocrinolog\'/endocrine  transplantation,  epidemiolog)',  extracorporeal  photochemotherapy, 
hvpertension,  immunolog\'/rheumatolog\',  lipid  and  lipoprotein  metabolism,  mo\'ement 
disorders,  neuromuscular  diseases,  pharmacokinetics  and  antibiotics,  porph\'ria,  psychiatr\', 
reproductive  biology,  secretor)'  diarrheas,  and  thrombosis. 

In  the  Pediatric  Unit  major  research  activities  include  hemolytic  anemias,  infant  nutrition, 
lead  poisoning,  perinatolog)'  and  total  parenteral  nutrition. 


Gertrude  H.  Sergievsky  Center 

The  Sergievsky  Center  is  a  center  for  research  in  the  epidemiolog)'  of  epilepsy,  cerebral  palsy,  and 
developmental  brain  disorders.  The  Center  has  a  core  scientific  faculty  concerned  with  the 
development  of  research  in  the  epidemiology  of  those  diseases.  Funded  with  an  endowment,  it 
participates  in  the  teaching  programs  of  the  Epidemiolog)'  Division  of  the  School  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Departments  of  Neurolog}'  and  Pediatrics  and  provides  a  major  resource  in 
epidemiolog}'  research  and  training  in  neuroepidemiology. 


Institute  of  Human  Nutrition 

The  Institute  of  Human  Nutrition  is  an  interdisciplinarx'  unit  whose  mission  is  to  study  all 
aspects  of  nutrition  that  relate  to  human  health.  The  Institute  is  organized  into  three  primar\' 
divisions:  Growth  and  Development,  Nutrition  and  Metabolism,  and  Community  Nutrition. 
Although  each  division  conducts  its  own  research  program  and  offers  its  own  program  of 
instruction,  these  are  highly  integrated  in  order  to  achieve  two  basic  goals:  research  in  all  areas 
of  human  nutrition  and  an  integrated  teaching  program  in  areas  of  nutrition  relevant  to  the 
physician  and  medical  scientist. 

To  achieve  this  integration  of  purpose  and  at  the  same  time  allow  for  the  specialization 
necessan'  for  the  best  research  and  teaching,  combined  research  projects  between  the  divisions 
are  under  wav,  and  joint  seminars  and  courses  involving  faculty  and  students  in  all  three  divi- 
sions are  conducted.  Constant  interchange  of  ideas  is  fostered  through  weekly  combined  staft 
conferences  and  special  lectures  which  are  open  to  the  medical  center  community.  Through  its 
Master  of  Science,  Doctor  of  Philosoph)',  and  postdoctoral  programs,  the  Institute  aims  to  train 
individuals  for  scholarly  activities  in  university  and  research  centers  that  are  in  the  forefront  of 
the  movement  to  advance  nutrition  as  a  health  science. 

The  facilities  of  the  Institute  include  laboratories  in  the  William  Black  Medical  Research 
Center,  and  the  Obesity  Center  and  Nutrition  and  Metabolic  Research  Center  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  Center.  The  office  of  the  Director  and  other  administrative  offices  are  located  on  the 
seventh  floor  of  the  Health  Sciences  Center. 
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International  Institute  for  the  Study 
of  Human  Reproduction 

The  International  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Human  Reproduction  was  founded  in  1965  by 
Dr.  Howard  C.  Ta\  lor  and  was  made  possible  by  a  substantial  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 
The  priman'  purpose  of  the  founders  was  to  foster  research  in  the  sciences  reie\'ant  to  the  solu- 
tion of  the  world  population  problem.  In  more  recent  years,  the  aims  of  the  Institute  haxe  been 
interpreted  more  broadh'  to  include  teaching,  research,  and  the  provision  of  clinical  and  social 
ser\ices  related  to  the  reproducti\e  health  of  men  and  women.  The  Institute  now  consists  of 
three  centers. 

The  Center  for  Reproducti\'e  Sciences  is  a  multidisciplinan'  group  of  basic  and  clinical  research 
scientists  with  a  specific  interest  in  the  oxerlapping  field  of  genetics  and  early  dexeiopment,  par- 
ticularly concerned  with  understanding  the  mechanisms  which  control  normal  germ  cell 
development,  normal  genome  expression  and  their  significance  in  the  production  of  abnormal 
human  offspring.  The  Center  includes  divisions  of  genetics  of  reproduction,  molecular 
reproductive  endocrinolog}',  biochemistrx'  of  reproduction,  male  reproductive  endocrinology', 
female  reproductixe  endocrinology'  and  primate  neuroendocrinolog\'.  Indixidual  and  col- 
laborative research  has  been  carried  out  in  specific  basic  science  areas.  Among  them  are  gene 
expression  in  earh'  development,  the  regulation  of  pituitarxVhypothalamus  peptide  hormone 
gene  expression,  biochemistr\',  ultrastructurc,  and  genetics  of  mammalian  germ  cell  produc- 
tion, female  primate  reproductive  neuroendocrinolog\',  the  ontogeny  of  sexual  differentiation 
in  organotxpic  tissue  culture  systems  of  the  rodent  brain,  CNS  gonadotropin  receptors,  kinetics 
of  GnRH  metabolism,  the  role  of  trace  elements  in  spermatogenesis,  biochemical  kinetics  of 
spermatogenesis,  and  chemistrx' of  sperm  motilitv.  Clinical  activities  in  human  male  and  female 
reproductixe  endocrinologx'  and  genetics  are  also  x\ ell  represented  xxith  emphasis  on  hormonal 
or  genetic  infertilitx',  induction  of  oxulation,  and  therapy  of  male  infertility. 

The  aims  of  the  Center  for  Population  and  Family  Health  are  more  specifically  relexant  to  the 
social  consequences  of  human  reproduction.  The  Center's  community-oriented  Reproductixe 
Health  Services  for  Women  Unit,  in  cooperation  xxith  the  dixision  of  ambulatorx'  care  of  the 
Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gvnecologx',  proxides  care,  xxith  emphasis  on  serxices  for 
adolescents,  to  the  community  surrounding  the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center.  The 
Center's  International  Research  and  Technical  Assistance  Unit  works  xvith  a  number  of  foreign 
goxernments  and  xxith  prixate  organizations  toxxard  improxed  basic  health  and  family  planning 
serxices  for  poor  people  in  dexeloping  countries.  The  Social  Sciences  Research  Unit  conducts 
ongoing  exaluations  of  the  Center's  domestic  reproductixe  serxice  programs  and  carries  out  a 
basic  research  program  on  the  causes  and  consequences  of  adolescent  fertility.  Finally,  as  a  dixi- 
sion  of  the  School  of  Public  Health,  the  Center  provides  academic  programs  leacling  to  the 
iVi.P.H.  and  Dr.P.H.  degrees  in  the  fields  of  population/fimily  planning,  maternal  and  child 
health,  and  public  health  nutrition. 

A  third  unit  has  recently  been  added  to  the  Institute:  the  Center  tor  Male  Reproduction.  The 
Center  consists  of  an  interdisciplinarx'  group  of  basic  scientists  and  clinicians  engaged  in  the 
studx'  and  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  the  male  reproductixe  system. 

The  offices  of  the  Centers  for  Reproductixe  Sciences  and  for  Male  Reproduction  are  at  630 
West  I68th  Street  and  the  office  for  the  Center  for  Population  and  Family  Health  is  at  60  Haxen 
Axenue,  Floor  B-3,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032. 

Affiliated  Hospitals 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York 

Founded  in  1868,  the  Hospital  joined  with  the  Columbia  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
to  form  the  Columbia- Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  xvhich  opened  in  1928.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  permanent  alliance  agreement  xvith  Columbia  Unixersitx',  members  of  the  hospital  staff' 
are  appointed  bv  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Unixcrsitv.  The  Presbxterian  Hospital  has  an  oxcrall  capacitx'  of  1,291  beds  and  48  bassinets.  A 
major  modernization  effort  begun  in  1984  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1988. 
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The  Hospital  includes  all  of  the  indi\idiial  units  described  below: 

Pvcsbxtmrni  Hospital  \s  the  single  largest  hospital  paxilion. 

The  Nav  Tork  (hthopiwdic  Hospital  opened  as  a  dispensar\'  in  1866  largely  because  of  the  interest 
taken  in  the  care  of"  the  crippled  hv  Theodore  Roosevelt,  father  of"  the  president  of  the  same 
name.  The  hospital  was  located  in  its  own  buildings  at  420  East  59th  Street  until  December 
1950,  w hen  it  w as  merged  with  the  Presb\terian  Hospital  as  its  orthopedic  ser\ ice. 

SquiiT  UwUiqical Clinic  is  the  Urolog\'  Serxice  of" the  Presbxterian  Hospital. 

Shane  Hospital  fh-  VVofne}!,  currenth'  the  Hospital's  obstetrics  and  g^necolog)'  unit,  was  built  at 
West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam  Axenue  and  presented  to  Columbia  Unixersitv  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane  in  1886.  It  now  is  part  of  the  Presbx'terian  HospitaPs  nexx-  Center  for 
Women  and  Children. 

Harkness  Pari  lion,  erected  xxhen  the  Medical  Center  xxas  established  in  1928,  is  axailable  for  the 
accommodation  of  prixate  and  semiprixate  patients  from  xarious  senices. 

Babies  Hospital,  founded  in  1887,  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  their  late  teens,  and  care  for  premature  babies.  It  is  not  part  of  the  Center  for 
Women  and  Children. 

Nemvbjjical  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongoxernmental  hospitals  in  the  countn'  for  the  treat- 
ment of  diseases  of  the  nenous  sx'stem,  xxas  founded  in  1909.  It  moxed  from  East  67th  Street 
to  the  Medical  Center  in  1929.  The  Institute  includes  facilities  added  in  1960  for  psxchiatric 
patients.  It  comprises  the  HospitaPs  Neurologx'  and  Neurological  Surgen'  Serxices. 

The  Edward  S.  Harkncss  Eve  Institute,  site  of  the  Hospital's  Ophthalmologx'  Serxice,  opened  in 
1933.  It  has  complete  facilities  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  adults  and  children 
xxith  diseases  of  the  ex'e.  On  Januarx'  1,  1940,  the  xxork  of  the  Herman  Kiiapp  Memorial  Eye 
Hospital  xxas  taken  oxer  bx'  the  Institute. 

Vanderbilt Clinic  xxas  presented  to  Columbia  Unix'ersitv  bx'  the  \'anderbilt  familx'  in  1888  and  is 
the  outpatient  department  for  the  Presbx'terian  Hospital. 


The  Maiy  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital 


The  Marx'  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstoxxn,  Nexx'  York,  is  a  rural  hospital  combining 
the  characteristics  of  a  unixersitx'  medical  center  xxith  a  dedication  to  the  delixerx'  of  both 
primarx'  health  senices  to  the  local  communitv  and  highlx'  specialized  serxices  to  a  large  referral 
area.  The  hospital  has  180  beds  and  a  staff  of  specialists  xxho  are  all  salaried  and  full  time.  In  1983 
there  xxere  146,000  xisits  to  the  Outpatient  Department  and  6,250  admissions.  The  teaching 
program  for  house  staff  and  students  is  a  highlx'  personalized  one  based  on  a  team  approach  to 
meciical  care.  Members  of  the  staff  conduct  biomedical  research  and  are  interested  in  models  for 
the  delix'en'  of  health  care  to  the  communitx'.  The  librarx'  is  unusuallx'  extensixe  for  a  hospital  of 
this  size,  xxith  oxer  22,000  xolumes  and  about  600  subscribed  journals.  Since  1947  the  hospital 
has  had  a  formal  atiiliation  xxith  Columbia,  and  currentlx'  about  60  students  from  Columbia 
elect  programs  at  the  Man-  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital. 


Harlem  Hospital  Center 


Harlem  Hospital  Center,  founded  in  1887,  is  a  progressixe  acute  general  teaching  hospital  offer- 
ing primarx',  seconciarx',  and  tertiarx'  care  for  children  and  adults  lixing  in  the  Central  Harlem 
area  and  environs.  The  main  complex  consists  of  sexen  buildings.  Elexen  strategically  located 
satellites  extend  the  hospital  out  into  the  communitx'.  Operating  xxith  753  certified  beds  and 
managing  oxer  450,000  annual  clinic  xisits,  the  hospital  functions  as  the  primarx'  health  care 
provider  for  a  catchment  area  of  three  and  a  half  scjuare  miles.  Since  1969,  the  College  of 
Phx'sicians  and  Surgeons,  throu2;h  a  contractual  arran2;ement  xx  ith  the  Nexx  York  Citv  Health 
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and  Hospitals  Corporation,  has  been  responsible  for  all  professional  medical  serxices  in  this 
hospital  and  nominates  its  professional  stafif.  This  affiliation  presents  a  unique  opportunity  for 
teaching  students,  interns,  and  residents  in  the  traditional  disciplines  of  medicine  and  provides 
increasing  opportunities  for  in\ol\'ement  in  community  medicine. 

The  Helen  Hayes  Hospital 

The  Helen  Ha\'es  Hospital  at  West  Haverstraw,  New  York,  founded  in  1900,  is  an  independent 
rehabilitation  hospital  with  complete  medical  serxices,  owned  and  operated  by  the  state 
through  the  New  York  State  Health  Department.  Since  1966  the  hospital  has  had  a  formal 
affiliation  with  Columbia  University.  The  medical  specialties  and  allied  health  professionals  are 
organized  into  disability  units  that  provide  comprehensive  care  through  an  integrated  team 
approach,  providing  unique  educational  opportunities  for  residents  and  allied  health  students. 
The  hospital  has  over  800  admissions  and  12,000  outpatient  visits  a  year.  In  1980  a  new 
206-bed  hospital  building  was  opened,  work  began  on  construction  of  new  research  quarters, 
and  plans  were  completed  for  establishment  of  several  major  new  research  centers.  The 
hospital's  long-standing  program  of  bioengineering  research  now  becomes  the  Orthopedic 
Engineering  and  Research  Center;  to  this  will  be  added  the  Regional  Bone  Center,  Regional 
Arthritis  Center,  and  Neurolog\'  Center. 

Morristown  Memorial  Hospital 

Morristown  Memorial  Hospital  is  a  regional  hospital  center  offering  comprehensive  health 
ser\'ices  for  the  entire  familv.  It  is  a  voluntan',  nonprofit  institution  with  a  history'  of  com- 
munitv  ser\'ice  dating  back  to  1892.  The  hospital  has  become  a  central  health  care  facility 
serxing  Morris,  Warren,  Sussex,  and  Somerset  counties,  and  a  medical  referral  center  for  all  of 
northwest  New  Jersev.  Morristown  Memorial  is  also  a  teaching  hospital,  with  programs  for 
medical,  nursing,  and  technical  staff.  It  became  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  in  1979.  Morristown  Memorial,  Overlook  Hospital  in  Summit,  and  St.  Barnabas 
Hospital  in  Livingston  are  members  of  the  Shared  Serx'ices  Consortium  pioneering  regionalized 
health  care  serxices  in  northern  Nexv  Jersex'.  With  689  beds,  1,800  employees,  550  nurses,  a 
medical  and  dental  staff  of  more  than  550,  and  a  full  spectrum  of  basic  and  highly  specialized 
serxices,  Morristoxvn  Memorial  combines  the  traditional  adx'antages  of  a  community  hospital 
xxith  the  adx'anced  capabilities  of  a  progressixe  medical  center.  The  hospital  has  two  divisions: 
one  xvhere  the  emphasis  is  on  acute  care;  the  other,  a  center  for  preadmission  testing,  geriatric 
extended  care,  outpatient  and  alcoholic  serx'ices,  and  planned  facilities  for  subacute  and 
rehabihtative  care. 

Overlook  Hospital 

Oxerlook  Hospital  in  Summit,  New  Jersey,  is  a  551-bed  suburban  community  hospital, 
founded  in  1906,  which  became  a  teaching  affiliate  of  the  Columbia  Unix'ersitv  College  of 
Phx'sicians  and  Surgeons  in  1975.  Oxerlook  trains  approximately  96  residents  a  year.  It  is  a 
general,  xoluntarx',  nonprofit  institution  accommodating  25,000  inpatients  and  100,000  out- 
patients each  year.  Ox'erlook  offers  particularly  strong  training  in  family  practice  and  primary 
care  internal  medicine  and  pediatrics  through  a  program  of  broad-based  clinical  experience  for 
graduate  phvsicians.  Outreach  programs  have  been  pioneered  in  alcoholism  and  other  addictive 
illness,  home-care  and  home-based  hospice,  and  mobile  intensix'e  care  utilizing  paramedics. 
The  hospital's  Center  for  Community  Health  proxides  outpatient  serxices  including  preadmis- 
sion testing,  ambulatorx'  surgerx'  and  radiologx',  and  a  consumer  health  librarx'.  A  construc- 
tion/renoxation  project,  xvhich  xvill  increase  the  bed  complement  by  84,  was  initiated  in  1983. 
Oxerlook  maintains  an  open  staff  policy  in  regard  to  admissions  to  the  medical  staff,  which  at 
the  present  time  numbers  550. 
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St.  Luke's-Roosevelt  Hospital  Center 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center,  which  has  included  Woman's  Hospital  since  1953,  merged  with 
The  Roosevelt  Hospital  in  1979,  forming  a  Hospital  Center  containing  1,315  beds  and  serving 
a  catchment  area  spanning  Manhattan's  west  side  from  34th  to  134th  Streets.  Both  hospitals 
had  maintained  teaching  affiliations  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia 
University  for  many  years  before  1971,  when  they  each  became  full  University  hospitals.  The 
medical  staff  of  the  Hospital  Center  numbers  over  1,200;  the  house  staff  consists  of  approxi- 
mately 400  fellows  and  residents. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center  Division 

St.  Luke's  was  established  in  1850  and  has  been  on  Morningside  Heights  next  to  the  main 
Columbia  campus  since  1896.  It  merged  with  Woman's  Hospital  in  1953,  and  today  the 
hospital  complex  contains  780  beds,  including  63  pediatric  beds,  58  obstetric  beds,  and  58 
bassinets.  Approximately  26,500  patients  are  admitted  yearly  to  the  four  major  and  eleven 
specialty  serx'ices. 

St.  Luke's  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  such  fields  as  heart  surger\',  kidney  transplantation, 
artificial  kidney  treatments,  and  noninvasive  diagnosis  (ultrasound).  The  Hospital  Center's 
clinically  oriented  research  projects  are  involved  in  such  areas  as  blood  diseases,  coronan'  arter)' 
disease,  gastroenterolog)',  obesit}'  and  nutrition  (it  is  the  site  of  the  only  federally  funded  obesity 
research  center),  pulmonar)'  disease,  renal  transplant-immunolog}',  and  bioengineering.  A 
medical  librar}'  of  32,000  volumes  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Hospital  Center.  St.  Luke's  is  both 
a  major  referral  institution  and  a  community  hospital.  The  more  than  fiftv  specialtv  and 
subspecialty  clinics  see  50,000  patients  yearly  (totaling  approximately  180,000  visits);  the 
Emergency  Room,  a  designated  Trauma  Center,  is  one  of  the  busiest  in  Manhattan,  with 
77,000  visits  annually.  The  Hospital  Center  also  operates  extensive  communitv  programs  in 
alcoholism  treatment,  drug  detoxification,  and  mental  health. 

Roosevelt  Hospital  Division 

The  Roosevelt  Hospital  treated  its  first  patient  in  1871.  It  contains  535  beds  and  bassinets. 
There  are  about  180,000  outpatient  and  emergency-room  visits  annuallv.  Approximatelv 
19,000  patients  are  admitted  to  this  hospital  yearly.  The  hospital  is  engaged  in  manv  research 
and  teaching  activities.  A  new  research  building  containing  52,000  square  feet  of  laborator)' 
space  for  all  departments  was  opened  in  1973 .  The  medical  librarv  contains  26,000  volumes  and 
subscribes  to  540  medical  and  technical  journals.  The  hospital  is  actively  engaged  in  communitv 
programs,  as  represented  by  its  Children  and  Youth  Program  and  by  its  Drug  Addiction  and 
Alcoholism  Programs  and  many  other  outreach  and  community  ser\'ices  sponsored  b\'  the 
Departments  of  Pediatrics,  Psychiatr)\  and  Medicine,  and  the  ambulator^'  care  dixision.  The 
hospital's  new  emergency  room  treats  over  51,000  people  yearlv. 

New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute 

The  Institute  is  the  oldest  psychiatric  research  institute  in  the  United  States.  It  was  built  and  is 
maintained  by  the  New  York  State  Office  of  Mental  Health.  Through  a  contractual  arrange- 
ment, it  is  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  Institute's  functions  are 
to  do  research  into  the  causes  and  treatment  of  psychiatric  illness,  to  pro\ide  education  for  men- 
tal health  professionals,  and  to  provide  the  highest  qualit\'  of  clinical  care  for  patients  with 
psychiatric  disorders.  The  Institute  currently  maintains  sixteen  major  research  laboratories,  a 
hospital,  and  a  wide  variety  of  specialized  outpatient  departments  which  provide  diagnostic  and 
treatment  programs.  The  Lawrence  C.  Kolb  Research  Annex,  a  thirteen-ston'  facilitv  dedicated 
to  psychiatric  research,  was  opened  in  the  autumn  of  1982. 


Admission,  Registration,  Expenses,  and 
Financial  Aid 


Entering  classes  are  enrolled  in  the  College  in  August  of  each  vear.  The  minimum  requirement 
for  admission  is  attendance  for  three  full  academic  vears  at  an  appro\ed  college  oi  arts  and 
sciences.  Most  applicants  present  four  academic  years  and  a  bachelor's  degree,  although  these 
are  not  required.  The  composition  of  our  entering  classes  indicates,  however,  that  only 
a  relati\el\'  small  number  of  three-vear  students  have  been  accepted  in  the  past  by  our  Commit- 
tee on  Admissions. 

The  college  program  must  have  included  English,  physics,  biologx',  organic  chemistr\' 
(including  at  least  one  semester  of  laboratorx),  and  some  other  course  in  chemistn'  covering  at 
least  one  academic  vear.  These  requirements  ha\e  been  designated  as  mandatory  not  only  by  our 
tacultv  but  bv  various  state  medical  licensure  boards  as  well;  accordingly,  applicants  cannot  be 
excused  from  them.  Students  applving  for  admission  must  also  ha\'e  taken  the  Medical  College 
Admission  Test  within  a  vear  of  the  date  of  their  application.  The  student  may  have  concen- 
trated in  an\'  area— in  the  natural  sciences,  social  sciences,  humanities,  or  arts— but  evidence  of 
a  balanced  education,  as  well  as  demonstrated  interest  and  abilit\'  in  the  natural  sciences, 
is  preferred. 

Application  Procedure 

Application  for  admission  must  be  filed  on  a  special  form  obtained  from  the  Admissions  Office 
of  the  Facultv  of  Medicine.  Applications  should  be  submitted  as  promptly  as  possible,  though 
thev  are  accepted  onlv  for  the  ne.xt  incoming  class.  Application  forms  are  available  beginning  in 
June  of  the  \'ear  preceding  admission,  and  thev  must  be  fileci  b\'  October  15.  The  completed 
form  must  be  accompanied  bv  the  application  fee  of  S50.  The  fee  helps  to  co\er  the  cost  of 
processing  the  application;  it  is  therefore  not  returnable  and  is  not  credited  toward  tuition. 

Applicants  will  be  notified  when  their  applications  have  been  received.  The  Committee  on 
Admissions,  howexer,  e\aluates  onlv  completed  applications,  that  is,  those  for  which  letters  of 
recommendation  ha\ e  been  receixed,  along  with  MCAT  scores  and  transcripts.  Applicants  will 
be  notified,  also,  when  their  applications  have  been  completed;  if  such  notification  is  not 
recei\ed  within  sixtv  davs  after  the  date  of  the  preliminan'  processing  of  an  application, 
applicants  should  make  inquiries  at  the  Admissions  Office  to  learn  which  items  haxe  not  vet 
been  recei\ed.  Failure  to  receixe  letters  of  recommendation  and  transcripts  is  the  most  common 
cause  of  delay  in  the  completion  of  applications. 

If  a  personal  inter\'ievv  is  required  in  connection  w  ith  the  application,  it  will  be  requested  only 
bv  the  Admissions  Office. 

Selection  of  Students 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  de\  otes  months  to  the  task  of  selecting  a  class  of  148  from  a  \'er\' 
large  number  of  applicants.  Ob\iouslv  there  will  be  manv  well-qualified  students  whom  the 
College  will  not  be  able  to  accept.  The  Facultv  of  Medicine  recognizes  its  obligations  in  the  field 
of  medical  education  and  research  not  onlv  to  the  local  area  but  to  the  nation  as  well.  Admission 
will  not  be  offered  to  anv  applicant  who  has  not  been  inter\'iewed  by  one  of  the  College's 
represcntatixes.  Impressions  from  such  an  inter\iew,  as  well  as  scores  on  the  MCAT  and 
academic  records,  will  be  considered  in  selecting  indi\iduals  for  admission.  Other  selection 
criteria  are  listed  below. 

The  Committee  places  great  importance  on  the  fact  that  the  students  ha\e  learned  to  think  for 
themselves,  to  explore,  to  work  hard  under  their  own  initiati\e,  to  consider  alternati\es  and 
make  decisions,  and  to  de\elop  a  desire  for  a  continuous  program  of  self-education.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  students,  preference  is  gi\en  to  those  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Admis- 
sions, have  shown  high  achie\ement  in  their  college  education,  a  mature  sense  of  values,  sound 
motivation,  qualities  of  leadership,  and  abilitx'  to  assume  responsibilitx',  and  to  those  who  have 
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already  given  evidence  that  they  are  qualified  to  complete  all  requirements  of  our  curriculum 
and  to  graduate  as  ethical,  compassionate,  and  competent  physicians. 

The  practice  of  medicine  is  both  a  science  and  an  art  and,  to  treat  the  patient  as  a  whole 
person,  the  doctor  must  be  a  whole  person.  Students  planning  a  career  in  medicine  should  be 
motivated  toward  becoming  leaders  in  medical  thinking,  rather  than  technicians,  because 
medical  practice  is  both  a  pri\ate  enterprise  and  a  public  responsibilitv.  The  liberal  arts  cxjllege 
offers  the  opportunity  to  prepare  for  a  happier  and  more  useful  life  of  citizenship.  Years  of 
specialization  lie  ahead  in  a  professional  career,  but  the  foundation  of  all  advanced  study  is  a 
broad  liberal  education,  of  which  science  is  a  part. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Only  a  ver)'  small  number  of  vacancies  occur  during  the  medical  course,  and  students  can  be 
accepted  on  transfer  from  other  schools  only  when  such  vacancies  do  arise.  Any  student  desiring 
to  transfer  from  an  accredited  school  of  medicine  to  the  upper  classes  of  the  College  should 
communicate  with  the  Admissions  Office  to  learn  if  a  vacancy  exists. 

Admission  of  Foreign  Students 

Applicants  need  not  be  citizens  of  this  countrv'  but  preferably  should  have  received  their 
premedical  education  at  an  accredited  college  or  university  in  the  United  States  or  Canada. 
Applications  may  be  submitted  by  individuals  who  have  been  educated  elsewhere,  but  in  the 
past  the  Committee  on  Admissions  has  had  great  difficulty  in  finding  a  satisfactory'  means  of 
evaluating  the  caliber  of  education  available  in  the  many  colleges  and  universities  throughout 
the  world.  Likewise,  the  Committee  will  accept  applications  for  admission  with  advanced 
standing  to  this  school  from  individuals  who  have  begun  their  medical  education  in  schools 
outside  the  United  States  and  Canada,  but  again  it  has  usually  been  able  to  admit  relativel}'  few 
individuals,  either  to  an  entering  class  or  with  advanced  standing,  whose  previous  education  has 
not  been  obtained  in  this  countr}'  or  Canada. 

Registration 

Before  attending  classes,  each  student  must  register  in  person  at  the  Office  of  Student  Informa- 
tion Services  during  the  registration  period  listed  in  the  Academic  Calendar.  The  Office  of 
Student  Information  Services,  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Black  Building,  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to 
4:30  p.m.  daily  except  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays. 

AH  students  are  asked  to  give  Social  Security  numbers  when  registering  in  the  Unixersity. 
However,  Social  Security  numbers  are  required  of  foreign  students  only  when  those  students 
will  be  receiving  payment  from  the  University.  Foreign  students  should  consult  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Student  Services,  208  Lewisohn  Hall,  for  fiarther  information.  Other  students  who  do 
not  have  Social  Security  numbers  should  obtain  them  from  their  local  Social  Security  offices  well 
in  advance  of  registration. 

Students  who  are  not  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  who  need  authorization  for  special 
billing  of  tuition  and/or  fees  to  foreign  institutions,  agencies,  or  sponsors  should  go  to  the 
Foreign  Student  Adviser  with  two  copies  of  the  sponsorship  letter.  Special  billing  authorization 
is  required  of  students  whose  bills  are  to  be  sent  to  a  third  party  for  payment. 

Regulations 

According  to  University  regulations,  each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be 
considered  a  student  of  the  University  during  the  term  for  which  he  or  she  is  registered  unless 
the  student's  connection  with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise. 
No  student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be 
registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institu- 
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tion,  without  the  specific  authonzanon  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the 
Universirv  in  which  he  or  she  is  first  registered. 

The  privileges  of  the  Universit\-  are  not  available  to  anv  student  until  he  or  she  has  completed 
registration.  A  student  w  ho  is  not  officiall\-  registered  for  a  Unixersity  course  may  not  attend  the 
course  unless  granted  auditing  privileges  (see  below).  No  student  may  register  after  the  stated 
period  without  the  written  consent  of  the  appropriate  dean  or  director. 

The  UniversitN'  reserxes  the  right  to  withhold  the  privilege  of  registration  or  any  other  Univer- 
sit\'  prixil^e  ftom  anv  person  with  unpaid  indebtedness  to  the  Uni\  ersity. 

Conduct 

.\11  members  of  the  Unixersitx'  communitw  its  \  isitors  and  guests,  are  goxerned  bv  the  Rules  of 
Uni\ersit\-  Conduct,  which  applv  to  all  demonstrations,  including  rallies  and  picketing,  that 
take  place  on  or  at  a  UniversitN'  facUit\'.  It  is  the  student's  responsibilitv  to  be  aware  of  all  provi- 
sions, regulations,  and  procedures  contained  in  the  Rules.  Copies  are  a\ailable  in  the  Office  of 
the  Uni\ersin'  Senate,  406  Lx)w  Memorial  Librarw 

Attendance 

Students  are  held  accountable  for  absences  incurred  ow  ing  to  late  enrollment. 

Religious  Holidays 

It  IS  the  policx"  of  the  Universin-  to  respect  its  members"  obserxance  of  their  major  religious 
holidaNS.  Officers  of  administration  and  of  instruction  responsible  for  the  scheduling  of 
required  academic  activities  or  essential  ser\ices  are  expected  to  a\oid  conflict  with  such  holidays 
as  much  as  possible.  Such  acti\ities  include  examinations,  registration,  and  xarious  deadlines 
that  are  a  part  of  the  academic  calendar.  (See  the  Acpukmic  Caletidar  for  dates  of  religious 
hohdax's.) 

Where  scheduling  conflicts  proxe  unavoidable,  no  student  w  ill  be  penalized  for  absence  for 
religious  reasons,  and  alternative  means  will  be  sought  for  satisR  ing  the  academic  requirements 
involved.  If  a  suitable  arrangement  cannot  be  worked  out  between  the  student  and  the  instruc- 
tor invohed,  students  and  instructors  should  consult  the  appropriate  dean  or  director.  If  an 
additional  appeal  is  needed,  it  may  be  taken  to  the  Proxost. 

Auditing  Courses 

Degree  candidates  in  good  standing  who  are  enrolled  for  a  full-time  program  in  the  current  term 
mav  audit  one  or  two  courses  (except  during  the  summer  term)  in  anv  division  of  the  University 
without  charge  bv  filing  a  formal  application  in  the  Office  of  Student  Information  Senices 
(Black  Building,  Room  141)  no  later  than  September  12  in  the  autumn  term  and  Januan-  28  in 
the  spring  term.  Applications  require  (a)  the  certification  of  the  Registrar  that  the  student  is 
eligible  to  audit  and  [b)  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  the  school  in  which  the  courses  are  offered. 
For  obvious  reasons,  elementarv  language  courses,  studio  courses,  applied  music  courses, 
laboratory  courses,  and  seminars  are  not  open  to  auditors;  other  courses  may  be  closed  because 
of  space  limitations.  In  no  case  will  an  audited  course  appear  on  a  student's  record,  nor  is  it 
possible  to  turn  an  audited  course  into  a  credit  course  b\'  paying  the  fee  after  the  fact.  Courses 
pre\iouslv  taken  for  credit  may  not  be  audited. 

Fees 

The  following  fees,  prescribed  by  statute,  are  in  effect  for  1986-1987  and  are  subject  to  change 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees. 

UniversitN'  charges  such  as  tuition  and  fees  and  residence  halls  and  board  plans  are  due  and 
payable  in  ftill  by  the  date  announced  before  the  beginning  of  each  term .  The  fiill  amount  of  anv 
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charge  may  be  paid  when  due  without  penalty,  or  payment  may  be  made  in  installments.  If 
partial  payments  are  made,  a  FINANCE  CHARGE  is  assessed  on  amounts  not  paid  bv  the  due 
date  on  the  initial  bill  received  prior  to  registration  and  thereafter  as  indicated  on  subsequent 
monthly  bills.  In  either  event,  however,  the  student  is  required  to  sign  a  Retail  Installment 
Credit  Agreement  at  the  time  of  registration  which  sets  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  of  pay- 
ment. All  charges  must  be  paid  bv  the  end  of  the  term. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  University  to  withhold  diplomas,  certificates,  and  transcripts  until  all 
financial  obligations  have  been  met.  Candidates  for  graduation  are  urged  to  pay  their  bills  in  fiill 
at  least  one  month  prior  to  graduation. 

In  the  event  a  diploma,  certificate,  or  transcript  is  withheld  because  of  an  unpaid  bill,  a 
student  will  be  required  to  use  a  certified  check,  monev  order,  or  cash  to  release  anv  of  the 
aforementioned  documents.

Health  Service  and  Hospital  Insurance  Fees

The  student  health  service  tee  contributes  to  the  cost  of  operating  the  Student  Health  Ser\'ice. 
The  hospital  insurance  tee  pays  the  annual  premium  to  the  Associated  Hospital  Senice  of  New- 
York.  Participation  in  these  programs  is  compulsor\'  tor  all  fiill-time  students;  students  who 
already  carr\'  hospital  insurance,  however,  will  be  charged  the  health  senice  tee  onh'.  Proof  of 
comparable  coverage  must  be  shown  at  the  time  of  registration.  Upon  payment  of  additional 
fees,  students  can  acquire  hospital  insurance  coverage  tor  their  dependents  and  the  latter  are 
eligible  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  health  ser\ice  program.  Students  should  consult  the  Office 
of  Student  Intbrmation  Ser\ices,  Black  Building,  Room  141,  tor  further  information  on 
dependent  co\'erage. 

The  Student  Health  Service,  which  holds  daily  otfice  hours,  is  on  the  street  level  of  Bard 
Ha\ en  Tower  1  (60  Haxen  Avenue) .

Withcirawal  anci  Adjustment  of  Fees 


A  student  in  good  academic  standing  who  is  not  subject  to  discipline  will  always  be  given  an 
honorable  dismissal  if  he  or  she  w  ishes  to  withdraw  from  the  Uni\ersit\'.  Withdrawal  is  defined 
as  the  dropping  of  one's  entire  program  in  a  gi\  en  semester  as  opposed  to  dropping  a  portion  of 
one's  program. 
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Any  student  withdrawing  must  notify  the  Otfice  of  Student  Information  Ser\dces  in  writing: 
failure  to  attend  classes  or  notification  of  instructors  does  not  constitute  formal  withdrawal  and 
will  result  in  failing  grades  in  all  courses.  Any  adjustment  of  the  tuition  that  the  student  has  paid 
is  reckoned  from  the  date  on  which  the  Office  receives  the  student's  written  notification. 
Application  fees,  late  fees,  and  special  fees  are  not  refundable.

After  the  last  day  to  change  programs  in  each  term,  the  abo\'e  amount  is  retained  plus  an  addi- 
tional percentage  of  the  remaining  tuition  (as  indicated  in  the  adjustment  schedule  below)  for 
each  week,  or  part  of  a  week,  that  the  student  remains  registered  after  these  dates.  The  student 
is  considered  registered  until  the  date  on  which  written  notice  of  withdrawal  is  received  by  the 
Office  of  Student  Information  Ser\dces.

Application  or  Renewal  of  Application  for  a  Degree 

Degrees  are  awarded  three  times  a  year— in  October,  Januar)',  and  May.  A  candidate  for  any 
Columbia  degree  (except  the  Ph.D.  degree)  must  file  an  application  with  the  Office  of  Student 
Information  Services,  630  West  I68th  Street.  In  the  1986-1987  academic  year,  the  last  day  to 
file  for  an  October  degree  is  August  1;  for  a  January  degree,  October  31;  and  for  a  May  degree, 
February'  17.  A  late  fee  of  $50  will  be  charged  after  these  dates  and  until  the  expiration  of  the  late 
filing  period  for  each  conferral  date  (September  4  for  October  degrees,  December  5  for  January 
degrees,  March  30  for  May  degrees) . 

If  the  student  fails  to  earn  the  degree  by  the  conferral  date  for  which  he  or  she  has  made  appli- 
cation, the  student  may  renew  the  application.  A  $50  late  fee  will  be  charged  for  late  filing  of 
renewals  of  application  according  to  the  same  schedule  as  for  original  applications  (see  above). 


Requests  for  Transcripts 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974  as  amended  prohibits  the  release  of 
educational  records  by  institutions  without  the  specific  w  rittcn  consent  of  the  student  or  alum- 
nus. Students  or  alumni  may  request  copies  of  their  records  by  writing  to  the  Office  of  Student 
Information  Ser\ices,  Columbia  University,  141  Black  Building,  630  West  168th  Street,  New 
York,  N.  Y.  10032.  Official  copies  will  be  sent  directly  by  the  Unixersity  only  to  an  official 
address  such  as  another  university,  a  business  firm,  or  goxernment  agency.  However,  students 
or  alumni  may  request  that  unofficial  copies  of  their  transcripts  (stamped  ^'Student  Copy")  be 
sent  directly  to  them. 
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There  is  a  charge  of  S5  for  each  transcript  requested  singh',  or  S5  for  the  first  cop\'  and  SI  for 
each  additional  copy  requested  at  the  same  time.  There  is  no  charge  for  intrauniversitv  copies 
sent  between  Uni\ersit\  offices.  Transcript  requests  are  processed  in  the  order  receixed  and 
require  fne  to  se\ en  w t)rking  davs  for  processing.  Specific  deadlines  should  be  mentioned,  and 
checks  accompan\ing  requests  should  be  made  payable  to  Columbia  University.

In  addition  to  the  educational  costs  listed  abo\e,  each  first-vear  student  should  budget  appro.xi- 
mately  S6,780  to  cover  housing  ($3,160),  food  ($2,340),  clothing,  laundn'  and  dn'  cleaning 
($400),  and  miscellaneous  expenses  (S880). 

There  are  differences  in  the  length  of  each  academic  \ear,  and  li\ing  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  \zr\.  Each  year  the  College  Committee  on  Financial  Aid  prepares  a  statement  of 
estimated  expenses  for  students  in  each  vear  of  the  medical  school  curriculum.  These 
statements  are  gi\en  to  all  financial  aid  applicants  at  the  time  of  distribution  of  the  financial  aid 
policy  statement. 

Microscope,  Instruments,  and  Books 

Students  are  required  to  have  microscopes  for  courses  in  the  first  and  second  years  of  medical 
school.  A  microscope  rental  senice  is  operated  by  the  Medical  Center  Bookstore.  For  students 
who  wish  to  purchase  a  new  or  used  microscope,  the  facultx'  recommends  a  binocular  instru- 
ment of  standard  make,  complete  with  carrs'ing  case,  built-in  illuminator,  and  quadruple 
nosepiece  (4X,  lOX,  40X,  and  lOOX  oil-immersion  objectives). 

Students  are  required  to  purchase  dissection  equipment  for  the  first-xear  course  in  gross 
anatomy  and  instruments  for  the  diagnostic  examination  of  patients. 

The  books  required  or  recommended  for  courses  of  instruction  are  announced  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  academic  \ear. 

Housing 

There  are  three  types  of  housing  available  to  incoming  P&S  students:  (a)  Univnsin'  Bssidaice 
Ha//>-— traditional  '^lormitor^- rooms''  for  single  students,  (b)  Univasity  Real  Estate  Mminfiement 
P;i9pnl7V-<-— apartment  accommociations  owned  and  operated  by  the  University  for  married 
students,  and  {c)  Ojf-Cnmpiis  Housing— rooms  and  apartments  owned  and  operated  bv  landlords 
other  than  the  University  anci  not  subject  to  inspection  or  approval  by  the  Uni\ersit\-. 

Unh^ersitv  Residence  Halls 

All  new  Iv  accepted  sin2;le  medical  students  who  apph'  for  housinsj;  are  triiaranteed  an  accom- 
modation in  UNRTRSITY  RESIDENCE  HALLS-Bard  Hall.  Bard  Hafl,  located  at  50  Ha\en 
Avenue  o\ erlc^oking  Ri\erside  Park  and  the  Hudson  Ri\er,  is  an  11-ston'  facility  which  includes 
both  a  residence  hall  and  student  commons.  The  residence  hall  facility  houses  305  students  in 
single  rooms.  Each  room  is  approximately  10'  x  13'.  Many  c:)f  the  rooms  are  equipped  with  a 
sink.  There  is  a  community  shower  and  bathroom  on  each  flexor.  The  student  commons 
includes  a  lounge,  dining  rt^om,  laundr\',  and  athletic  area. 
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Universin^  Real  Estate  Management  Apartments 

All  ncwlv  accepted  married  medical  students  who  apply  for  housing  are  guaranteed  a  University 
Real  Estate  Management  Apartment  in  Bard-Haven  Towers.  The  Bard-Ha\'en  Towers  complex 
includes  three,  thirtv-one-stor\',  high-rise  apartment  towers.  Each  tower  pro\ides one,  two,  and 
three  bedroom  apartment  accommodations.  One  bedroom  apartments  (line  A&F)  in  Tower  I 
ha\e  been  reser\ed  for  married  students.  All  apartments  are  unfornished  and  include  a  full 
kitchen  and  bath.  Gas,  electricitv,  and  telephone  ser\ice  are  not  included.  Each  building  has 
laundrx'  facilities,  elevator  ser\ice,  and  doorman  ser\ice. 

Off-Campus  Housing 

Student  who  seek  Off-Campus  Housing  may  utilize  the  Off-Campus  Housing  Inventory'  main- 
tained in  the  Health  Sciences  Housing  Office. 

Towers  Waitlist 

Single  students  who  ha\e  receixed  Universitv  Residence  Halls  housing  in  Bard  Hall  for  their  first 
Near  of  medical  school  mav  applv  for  a  University  Real  Estate  Management  Apartment  in  Bard- 
Haven  Tow  ers  for  their  second  or  third  vear.  There  is  a  w  ait  list  for  this  type  of  housing.  Applica- 
tions for  the  Tower's  Wait  List  are  distributed  by  the  Health  Sciences  Housing  Office  in  late 
September. 

All  housing  inquiries  should  be  directed  to:  The  Health  Sciences  Housing  Office,  Bard  Hall, 
50  Haven  Avenue,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032. 

Financial  Aid 

All  financial  aid  awards  are  based  on  demonstrated  need.  Each  year  applicants  for  financial  aid 
are  required  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  (unit  loan)  before  becoming  eligible  for  scholarships 
administered  bv  the  College.  Financial  aid  awards  are  intended  to  supplement,  rather  than 
substitute  for,  the  student's  resources  and  parental  contributions. 

The  federal  government  makes  available  each  xear  a  limited  number  of  one-year  full  scholar- 
ships for  first-vear  students  of  Exceptional  Financial  Need  (EFN).  Funcis  are  allocated  to 
medical  schools,  who  are  responsible  for  selection  of  EFN  recipients.  Students  need  not  request 
consideration  for  these  funds  directlv.  Awards  are  determined  from  the  information  provided 
on  the  financial  aid  application.  Continuation  of  federal  funding  for  this  program  is  uncertain. 

Upon  acceptance  bv  the  College,  students  receive  the  financial  aid  policy  statement,  loan 
interest  and  repaxment  information,  and  an  application  form  which  must  be  completed 
promptlv.  Students  enrolled  in  the  College  are  informed  annually  about  the  policies  for  the 
coming  academic  vear  and  the  dates  for  submission  of  the  financial  aid  application  and  loan 
applications.  Further  information  mav  be  obtained  from  the  Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  telephone  (212)  305-4100. 

Spouses  of  medical  students  should  consult  the  personnel  offices  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  and  of  the  Presb\terian  Hospital  for  information  regarding  employment  oppor- 
tunities at  the  Medical  Center. 

Scholarships 

Students  are  urged  to  determine  the  a\ailabilitv  of  scholarship  assistance  from  the  states  in 
which  they  reside  and  to  make  application  for  such  funds  when  appropriate.  As  an  example. 
New  York  State  provides  fiinds  through  the  Tuition  Assistance  Program  to  residents  who  meet 
financial  qualifications.  In  addition.  New  York  State  offers  the  New  York  Regents  Health  Care 
Scholarships  for  Medicine  and  Dentistr\'.  Awards  will  go  up  to  $10,000  per  year.  Applicants 
must  be  legal  residents  of  New  York  State  for  one  year  prior  to  September  1,  1986,  and  be 
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enrolled  in  a  medical  school  or  be  candidates  for  admission  ro  a  medical  school.  Applicants  must 
agree  to  practice  medicine  in  an  area  oFNew  York  State  designated  as  a  shortage  area.  Awards  will 
be  made  to  eligible  candidates  in  the  following  order  ofpriority:  (1)  Candidate  is  economicalK' 
disadvantaged  and  a  minority  group  member  historically  under-represented  in  the  profession, 
(2)  Candidate  is  a  minorit\'  group  member  under-represented  in  the  profession,  and  (3)  C'an- 
didate  completed  undergraduate  work  through  assistance  from  flic  HEOP,  EOP,  SEEK,  or  (Col- 
lege Discover)'  opportunity  programs.  Applications  and  instructions  may  be  obtained  from:

Among  nongoxemmental  sources  of  funding  there  is  the  National  Medical  Fellowships,  Inc., 
which  awards  fellowships  to  needy  black  Americans,  American  Indians,  Mexican-Americans, 
and  mainland  Puerto  Ricans.

Loans 

Loans  are  available  to  all  full-time  medical  students.  These  funds  are  provided  by  various 
sources,  including  the  federal  and  state  governments,  the  University,  and  also  private  agencies, 
as  outlined  below. 

Fmviqn  students  who  hold  an  F-I  student  visa  are  eligible  to  borrow  only  from  Uni\'ersity  funds 
and  must  have  comakers  who  are  citizens  or  permanent  residents  of  the  United  States. 
Comakers  should  not  be  University  employees.  Foreign  students  may  borrow  from  federal  or 
state  loan  funds  upon  being  granted  permanent  resident  visa  status  in  the  United  States. 

Health  Pwfessions  Student  Loans .  Funds  were  originallv  allocated  by  the  Bureau  of  Health  Man- 
power of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Sen  ices  to  individual  medical  schools,  which 
are  responsible  for  determining  both  the  recipients  of  such  funds  and  the  amounts  to  be  loaned. 
Assuming  the  availabilitv  of  adequate  funding,  the  maximum  loan  to  a  student  in  an  academic 
year  is  the  cost  of  tuition  plus  $2,500.  Loans  arc  repayable  to  the  school  o\'er  a  ten-year  period 
beginning  one  vear  after  completing  or  interrupting  the  prescribed  full-time  course  of  studv. 
Interest  at  the  annual  rate  of  9  percent  begins  to  accrue  when  the  loan  becomes  repayable. 

Repavment  of  Health  Professions  Loans  may  be  deferred  up  to  three  years  for  those  who 
become  members  of  a  uniformed  federal  ser\'ice  on  sustained  ftill-time  duty  (i.e.,  the  Armv, 
Naw,  Air  Force,  Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard,  Coast  and  Geodetic  Surxev),  the  Public  Health 
Ser\'ice,  or  the  Peace  Corps.  For  those  pursuing  advanced  professional  training,  repavment  may 
be  deferred  to  completion  of  the  training  program.  Interest  does  not  accrue  during  period  of 
deferment. 

Health  Professions  Loans  divcfbrqiven  or  camelled  under  certain  conditions:  (I)  In  the  instance 
of  students  who  agree  to  practice  medicine  for  at  least  two  years  in  a  region  of  a  state  that  has 
been  determined  to  need  additional  personnel,  the  federal  go\ernment  will  repay  60  percent  of 
the  outstanding  principal  and  interest  on  any  educational  loan(s)  for  the  cost  of  professional 
education .  For  a  third  vear  of  practice  in  such  an  area,  an  additional  25  percent  of  the  loan(s)  will 
be  repaid.  (2)  The  outstanding  loans  of  students  who  fail  to  complete  their  health  professions 
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studies  will  be  repaid  if  thev  are  in  exceptionally  needy  circumstances,  from  a  low-income  or 
disadvantaged  family,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  resume  studies  within  two  years.  (3)  Loans  of 
students  who  die  or  suffer  permanent  and  rota!  disability  will  be  cancelled.  Repayment  of  loans 
for  service  in  shortage  areas  is  subject  to  annual  allocation  of  funds  from  the  federal  goxernment. 

National  Direct  Studefit  Loans.  Funds  are  allocated  b\'  the  Department  of  Education  to  schools 
which  are  responsible  for  determining  both  the  recipients  of  such  fiinds  and  the  amounts  to  be 
awarded.  The  total  (untlergraduate  and  graduate  school  loans)  available  to  a  student  from  the 
NDSL  program  is  $12,000.  The  current  interest  rate,  payable  during  the  repa\ment  period,  is 
5  percent  on  the  unpaid  principal.  Repayment  begins  six  months  after  graduation  or  after 
leaving  school.  The  repayment  period  may  extend  up  to  ten  years.  Repayment  may  be  deferred 
for  up  to  three  years  tluring  active  U.S.  military'  ser\ice,  during  ser^'ice  in  the  Peace  Corps  or 
Volunteers  in  Ser\'ice  to  America  (VISTA),  during  serxice  in  the  National  Health  Senice  Corps, 
or  for  up  to  two  years  during ser\ice  in  an  internship  required  to  begin  professional  practice. 

Federal  and  State  Gtmranteed  Loans.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Bureau  of  Student  Financial 
Assistance  of  the  Department  of  Education,  federally  insured  loans  are  available  to  students 
with  demonstrated  financial  need.  The  loans  are  made  by  authorized  banks,  sa\ings-and-loan 
associations,  credit  unions,  pension  fimds,  and  insurance  companies.  The  maximum  loan  each 
academic  year  under  this  program  is  $5,000,  and  the  total  outstanding  loan  balance  at  any  one 
time  may  not  exceed  $25,000.  Lending  institutions  participating  in  this  program  can  provide 
information  regarding  interest  rates,  repayment,  and  determent  of  repaxment. 

Auxiliary'  Lonfi  to  Assist  Students.  ALAS  is  a  new  federally  insured  loan  program  a\ailable  to 
graduate  students,  who  may  borrow  up  to  $3,000  a  Near  at  12  or  14  percent  interest.  Repayment 
of  the  principal  is  deferred  while  students  are  in  school  full  time,  but  interest  paxments  must  be 
made  while  enrolled.  Since  authorized  determents  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  guaranteed 
student  loan  program,  a  student  may  continue  to  pa\'  interest  only  during  the  first  two  \'ears  of 
residencx',  beginning  repayment  of  both  principal  and  interest  following  that  period.  The 
aggregate  indebtedness  for  graduate  students  is  $15,000  under  this  program.  This  loan  must  be 
taken  at  the  same  bank  as  the  GSL  if  a  student  borrows  a  GSL  in  New  York  State.  This  rule  may 
also  apply  in  other  states.  Students  who  are  not  New  York  State  residents  should  be  able  to  make 
an  ALAS  loan  at  a  bank  in  New  York  if  thev  are  unable  to  borr(n\'  from  tiieir  local  lender. 

Health  Education  Assistance  Loans.  HEAL  is  a  federally  insured  loan  program  axailable  to 
students  in  the  health  professions.  Currently,  all  HEAL  lenders  use  a  promissor\-  note  w  ith  a 
\ariable  interest  rate.  The  rate  is  reassessed  quarterly  and  is  calculated  by  taking  the  interest  rate 
on  the  ninet\'-one  day  Treasun'  Bill  plus  an  additional  3/4  percent.  Interst  on  this  loan  begins  to 
accrue  immediateh'.  There  is  a  nine-month  grace  period  after  graduation.  Howe\er,  it  the 
borrower  becomes  an  intern  or  resident  in  an  accredited  program  betbre  that  date,  repayment 
will  begin  from  nine  to  twehe  months  after  the  borrcnxer  ceases  to  be  an  intern  or  resident. 

P&S  Dean's  Loan.  The  Dean's  loan  fund  is  a  program  established  by  the  College  to  ottset  the 
burden  of  high  interest  loans  to  students  with  a  hiiz;h  deiz:ree  of  demonstrated  financial  need. 
The  interest  rate  is  9  percent  and  does  not  accrue  while  the  student  is  in  school  cm-  postgraduate 
training. 

University  loan  funds  are  also  intended  to  supplement  students'  resources  when  monies  are 
available.

P&S  Club 

The  P&S  Club  was  founded  oxer  eighty  years  ago  by  John  R.  Mott,  who  later  won  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize.  The  Club  is  the  most  acti\'e  and  comprehensi\'e  student  organization  in  American 
medical  education  today.  All  matriculated  students  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
are  members,  eligible  to  participate  in  extracurricular  activities  of  their  choice.  Under  the 
guidance  ofthe  Facultv  Advisor}'  Board,  the  student  cabinet,  led  by  the  president,  assumes  the 
entire  responsibilitv  for  management  ofthe  Club.  The  cabinet  consists  of  four  elected  members 
from  each  class  and  those  who  chair  the  following  committees:  Orientation,  Handbook, 
Student-Faculty  Home  Visits,  Films,  Concerts,  Choral  Society,  Bard  Hall  Players,  Outing 
Club,  Winetasters,  Athletics,  Community  Youth  Work,  Accessories,  Social,  and  Columbia- 
Presb\'terian  Medical  Society. 

Alpha  Omega  Alpha  Honor  Medical  Society 

A  chapter  of  Alpha  Omega  Alpha,  the  national  honor  medical  society,  was  founded  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1907.  Students  are  elected  to  membership  in  the  senior 
vear  bv  a  committee  ofthe  facultv  appointed  by  the  Dean.  The  committee  is  chaired  by  the 
Alpha  Omega  Alpha  Councilor  ofthe  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Student  member- 
ship is  determined  according  to  the  constitution  ofthe  national  society.  Election  is  limited  to 
those  whose  scholastic  qualifications  place  them  in  the  upper  25  percent  of  the  class.  The 
number  of  student  members  elected  from  anv  class  may  not  exceed  one-sixth  ofthe  number 
expected  to  graduate  in  that  class.  Although  scholastic  excellence  is  required  for  membership, 
integrity,  capacit\'  for  leadership,  compassion,  and  fairness  in  dealing  with  one's  colleagues  are 
judged  to  be  of  equal  significance. 

P&S  Alumni  Association 

The  P&S  Alumni  Association  ser\'es  to  foster  and  maintain  cordial  relationships  between  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  its  alumni.  Liaison  with  the  College  is  facilitated 
through  the  office  ofthe  Assistant  Dean  for  Alumni  Affairs. 

Regular  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  include  all  those  awarded  the  M.D.  or 
Med.Sc.D.  degrees  from  the  College,  as  well  as  all  Ph.D.  graduates  ofthe  basic  sciences  curricula 
at  P&S  and  those  awarded  the  Certificate  in  Psychoanalytic  Medicine.  Associate  members 
include  faculty  members  ofthe  College,  all  house  staff  members  and  visiting  fellows  at  hospitals 
affiliated  with  P&S. 

The  work  ofthe  Alumni  Association  is  accomplished  through  the  efforts  of  its  officers  and 
members  ofthe  fifteen  standing  and  ad  hoc  committees,  all  of  whom  form  the  constituency  of 
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the  P&S  Alumni  Council.  Among  the  important  functions  of  the  Association  is  participation 
in  the  publication  of  P&S,  a  magazine  that  is  cosponsored  by  the  alumni  and  the  medical  school 
and  ser\'es  as  a  major  form  of  communication  between  the  school  and  its  alumni,  faculty, 
students  and  their  parents,  and  other  friends  and  associates  of  the  College. 

Restricted  re\enues  raised  by  the  Alumni  Association  provide  Rmds  for  scholarships  at  the 
College  of  Ph\'sicians  and  Surgeons.  Unrestricted  revenues  allow  the  College  flexibility  in  apply- 
ing fiinds  to  areas  of  greatest  need.  Traditionally,  a  substantial  stipend  from  unrestricted 
re\'enues  goes  to  the  P&S  Club  as  well  as  to  scholarship  aid. 

As  future  alumni,  students  play  an  important  role  in  the  work  and  deliberations  of  the 
Alumni  Association.  Through  their  membership  on  the  Student-Alumni  Relations  Com- 
mittee, students  and  alumni  work  together  in  addressing  students'  needs  and  concerns.

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The  Program  of  Instruction 

The  first-vear  curriculum  is  largclv  devoted  to  basic  science  courses  with  correlation  clinics  to 
demonstrate  the  application  ot  scientific  information  to  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  first-vear 
student  also  studies  the  impact  of  health  care  systems  in  our  current  society  on  the  individual 
patient  and  physician.  Second-year  courses  concentrate  on  the  clinical  relevance  of  basic  science 
concepts  as  the  bridging  process  to  clinical  instruction  begins.  Correlations  between  patholog\' 
and  pathophysiolog\'  are  emphasized.  The  de\elopment  of  basic  clinical  skills  begins  in  the 
second  semester  and  culminates  in  a  four-week  clerkship.  Throughout  both  preclinical  years 
elective  opportunities  are  available  for  pursuit  of  areas  of  interest. 

The  major  clinical  year  is  devoted  exclusively  to  rotations  on  clerkships  in  the  clinical 
disciplines.  Under  close  super\ision  the  students  are  helped  to  dexelop  the  skills  and  knowledge 
required  for  the  practice  of  clinical  medicine.  Students  learn  to  elicit  a  comprehensive  histor\' 
and  to  cariA'  out  a  complete  physical  examination.  The\'  learn  to  develop  professional  relation- 
ships with  patients,  anci  the\'  acquire  an  uncierstanding  of  the  mechanisms  of  ciisease  and  of  the 
principles  necessar\'  for  valid  diagnostic  appraisal  and  effectixe  therapeutic  plans. 

All  courses  of  the  first  three  years  of  the  curriculum  are  required  of  all  students.  In  the  fourth 
year,  with  the  guidance  of  faculty  advisers,  students  design  individual  electi\e  curricula,  drawn 
from  a  wide  range  of  basic  scientific  electives,  clinical  electi\es,  and  research  programs  otlfered  by 
the  faculty.  Each  fourth-vear  student  is  required  to  take  a  one-month  elective  in  ambulator)^ 
care  which  includes  clerkship  experience  in  Public  Health/Community  Medicine.  The  elective 
courses  of  all  departments  are  described  in  a  catalog  which  is  printed  annually  and  tiistributed  to 
students  and  faculty.  Students  are  permitted  to  spend  three  months  of  the  curriculum  in 
elective  programs  offered  bv  other  medical  schools.  In  addition,  the  School  of  Public  Health 
offers  international  medicine  programs  that  provide  opportunities  to  study  the  organization 
and  deliven'  of  health  ser\'ices  in  many  countries  of  the  world. 

During  the  elective  curriculum  students  ha\e  a\ailable  the  resources  of  the  entire  University. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  utilize  elective  curriculum  time  to  reach  career  decisions.  Faculty 
advisers  stress  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  skills  in  areas  of  medicine  apart  from  the  stu- 
dent's career  discipline,  and  thcN'  encourage  students  to  gain  experience  in  clinical  and/or 
laboraton'  research . 

The  College  reser\  es  the  right  to  make  changes  in  the  program  of  studies  and  courses  of 
instruction  at  any  time. 

Grades,  Promotions,  and  Leaves  of  Absence 

All  courses  are  rated  on  an  Honors-Pass-Fail  system  and  these  ratings  only  are  recorded  on  the 
official  transcripts.  Students  are  not  ranked  within  the  class.  Faculty  provide  narrative  descrip- 
tions of  student  performances  in  preclinical  courses  {Abnonnnl  Human  Biolojjy,  Intivdiiction  to 
the  Patient,  and  Psychiatric  Medicine  I  and  IT),  major  clinical  year  clerkships,  and  elective 
programs.  These  evaluations  become  part  of  the  student's  permanent  academic  record  in  the 
Office  of  the  Dean. 

There  are  three  standing  faculty  committees  concerned  \\ith  students'  academic  perform- 
ances. These  committees  are:  The  First  Year  Class  Facultw  the  Second  Year  Class  Faculty,  and 
the  Clinical  Committee.  The  latter  deals  with  academic  performances  in  the  major  clinical  year 
and  the  elective  curriculum.  The  standing  committees  meet  during  each  academic  year  to 
re\'iew  student  performances  and  to  make  decisions  related  tc^  cc^urse  failures  and  to  promo- 
tions. Course  failures  in  all  years  of  the  curriculum  must  be  corrected  according  to  the  directives 
of  the  faculty  committees.  A  student  may  be  ativanced  to  the  next  academic  year  of  the  medical 
school  curriculum  only  upon  recommendation  of  the  faculty  committee.  In  an\'  \ear  oi  the 
curriculum  students  may  be  dismissed  for  poor  scholarship.  Repetitic^n  of  a  \ear  of  the  cur- 
riculum may  be  recommended  bv  a  faculty  committee.  The  faculty  committees  may  direct 
students  whose  performances  are  marginal  to  undertake  additional  work  tc^  correct  deficiencies 
and  strengthen  overall  performance  in  any  discipline. 

Students  are  informed  in  w  riting  of  the  academic  decisions  of  all  faculty  committees.  Students 
have  the  right  to  appeal  decisions  of  the  faculty  committees.  A  student  who  wishes  to  appeal 
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may  request  the  concerned  committee  to  reverse  or  alter  a  decision.  If  the  committee  reaffirms 
the  original  decision,  the  student  may  direct  an  appeal  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
who  ma\'  refer  the  appeal  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Facultv  Council  for  final  decision. 

The  Faculty  of  Medicine  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss,  or  to  denv  admission,  registration, 
readmission,  or  graduation  to  any  student  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  is 
determined  to  be  unsuited  for  the  study  or  practice  of  medicine. 

Students  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  required  to  pass  National  Board 
Examinations  Parts  I  and  II  prior  to  graduation. 

Lea\es  of  absence  may  be  granted  by  the  Dean  for  a  limited  period  of  time  in  exceptional 
circumstances  only  for  health  reasons  or  personal  emergencies.

The  stu- 
dent acquires  the  skills  needed  to  approach  problems  of  sexuality  and  an  untierstanding  of  the  impact  of 
changing  physiological  states  in  menarche  and  menopause.  On  the  obstetrical  senice  the  student  learns  the 
medical  and  surgical  complications  encountered  during  prcgnanc\'  and  deliven',  and  the  student  learns  to 
diagnose  and  manage  pregnancy.  The  student  participates  in  the  conduct  of  labor,  the  deliver)',  and  the  care 
of  the  newborn. 

Ophthalmology  M7201.    Clinical  clerkship  in  ophthalmology 
Dr.  Campbell  and  staff. 

Orthopedic  Surgery  M7201.    Clinical  clerkship  in  orthopedic  surgery 
Dr.  Dick  and  staff  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

On  the  orthopedic  surgery  clerkship  students  learn  to  perform  an  orthopedic  physical  examination  and  to 
take  an  orthopedic  histon'  from  a  patient.  The  clerkship  pro\ides  students  with  insight  into  the  more  com- 
mon musculoskeletal  problems  (including  fractures  and  trauma)  and  the  basic  approaches  to  management  of 
these  problems  by  an  orthopedic  surgeon.  The  student  is  expected  to  gain  insight  into  how  the  discipline 
of  orthopedic  surgen'  works  in  conjunction  with  other  specialties  and  how  an  orthopedic  senice  provides 
in-patient  and  out-patient  care. 

Otolaryngology  M7201.    Clinical  clerkship  in  otolaryngology

A  clerkship  designed  to  teach  the  skills  of  physical  examination  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat  and  to  prcnide  an 
understanding  of  certain  diseases  where  this  examination  is  crucial  in  diagnosis  and  management.  The 
clerkship  includes  selected  didactic  lectures,  followed  by  a  preceptor-type  experience  in  the  clinic  where 
students  examine  and  work  up  a  number  of  patients  under  the  direct  super\'ision  ofa  faculty  member. 

Pediatrics  M7201.    Clinical  clerkship  in  pediatrics 

Drs.  Katz,  Atwood,  and  staff  at  the  Babies  Hospital  (Presbyterian),  Harlem,  Roosevelt, 

and  St.  Luke's  Hospitals. 

A  clinical  clerkship  proxiding  both  in-patient  and  ambulaton'  care  experience.  The  student  is  introduced  to 
the  study  of  infants  and  children:  growth  and  development,  diseases,  and  health  care  maintenance.  The  stu- 
dent develops  basic  skills  in  the  following  areas:  taking  the  pediatric  histor\'  from  the  parents  and  from  the 
older  child;  performing  the  physical  examination  of  the  pediatric  patient,  including  the  young  infant;  obserx- 
ing,  analyzing,  and  recording  the  interaction  between  parent  and  child;  and  ordering  and  interpreting 
laborator}'  tests.  The  student  learns  to  integrate  the  data  acc]uired  and  formulate  an  appropriate  problem  list 
and  plan  for  the  patient.  The  .student  also  learns  to  make  the  basic  measurements  of  physical,  neurological, 
and  psychosocial  growth  and  development,  and  to  plot  and  assess  the  data. 

Psychiatry  M720L    Clinical  clerkship  in  psychiatry 

Dr.  Marcus  and  staff  at  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute,  Harlem,  Presbyterian, 

Roosevelt,  and  St.  Luke's  Hospitals. 

A  comprehensive  clerkship  in  psvchiatn'.  In  active  participation  in  patient  care  under  faculty  superxision  the 
student  is  expected  to  learn  to  conduct  a  psychiatric  histon,'  and  mental  status  examination  and  to  develop 
refined  inten'iewing  skills,  noting  verbal  and  nonverbal  behavior.  The  student  learns  to  make  a  psychiatric  dif- 
ferential diagnosis,  to  use  psychotropic  drugs  effectively,  to  evaluate  suicide  potential,  and  to  develop  and 
enhance  therapeutic  rapport.  The  clerkship  aims  to  provide  an  appreciation  of  the  effects  of  ps\'chological, 
social,  and  biological  phenomena  on  illne.s.s-related  beha\'iors.

The  student  is  expected  to  demonstrate  increasing  skill  and  competence  in 
performing  selected  procedures,  in  assuming  supenised  responsibility  tor  patient  care,  in  communicating 
succinctly  and  with  clarit\'  to  patients  and  colleagues,  and  in  building  a  functional  body  of  critically  examined 
information  regarding  common  surgical  entities.

''academic  senior  resident''  (PGY5) .  This  resident  presents  the  clinical  aspects  of  various  sui^ical  diseases  and 
is  assisted  by  a  surgical  pathologx'  senior  resident,  who  demonstrates  gross  specimens  and  microscopic  slides 
appropriate  to  the  topics  and  patients  being  discussed. 

Urolog)'  M7201.    Clinical  clerkship  in  urology 
Dr.  Olsson  and  staff. 

During  the  clinical  clerkship  in  urolog)'  students  learn  to  identif\'  common  disorders  of  the  gcnito-urinarx' 
tract  through  precise  patient  inten  iews  and  examinations.  Both  ambulatory-  and  in-patients  are  e\aluated.  By 
knowing  diagnostic  methods  unic]ue  to  urolog)',  students  are  able  to  formulate  appropriate  diagnostic  and 
therapeutic  plans.

Special  Programs 

M.D.-Ph.D.  Program 

This  is  a  cooperative  program  sponsored  bv  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  students  who  ha\e  had  a  strong  undergraduate  program 
in  science  and  ha\e  a  strong  commitment  to  biomedical  research.  The  program  allows  stuclents 
to  work  toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  one  of  the  disciplines  listed  below  in  addition  to  earning  the 
M.D.  degree. 

Students  who  participate  in  the  program  are  admitted  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  and  to  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Students  complete  the  basic  science  requirements  of  the  medical  program  and  enter  a  partici- 
pating department  ofthe  Graduate  School  to  carr\' out  the  Ph.D.  program.  They  then  complete 
the  balance  of  the  requirements  for  the  M.D.  degree.

Joint  M.D./M.RH.  Program 

This  dual  degree  program  is  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
and  the  School  of  Public  Health.  In  addition  to  preclinical  and  clinical  medical  training, 
students  gain  substantixe  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  content  needed  to  protect  and 
impro\e  the  health  of  populations  and  communities.  Methods  available  include  those  of 
biostatistics,  epidemiologx',  the  social  sciences  and  management.  Students  choose  from  content 
areas  including  problems  of  the  en\'ironment,  health  care  delixen',  international  health, 
geriatrics  and  gerontolog\',  maternal  and  child  health,  disease  prevention  and  health  promotion 
or  concentrate  in  methodology'.  Students  are  prepared  for  careers  as  traditional  public  health 
officers  or  a  wide  varietv  of  opportunities  for  research  or  practice  in  both  the  private  and  public 
sector  of  the  econom\'.  Thev  develop  concrete  skills  of  research  or  administration  applicable  in 
interdisciplinar\'  health  ser\'ice  settings,  both  clinical  and  community  based. 

Before  being  considered  for  admission  to  the  joint  degree  program,  the  applicant  must  first  be 
accepted  as  a  degree  candidate  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Formal  application  to 
the  School  of  Public  Health  may  then  be  made  at  am'  time  before  the  student  enters  the  fourth 
year  of  medical  training.  The  overall  length  of  the  joint  program,  registration,  and  scheduling 
patterns  differ  for  indi\'idual  students.  The  total  elapsed  time  could  be  as  short  as  four  \'ears,  but 
might  extend  beyond  the  four-year  graduation  date  of  the  medical  school.  In  general,  during 
the  first  three  years  the  joint  degree  student  uses  \acation  and  free  time  in  the  medical  schedule 
to  cross-register  for  public  health  courses.  In  the  fourth  year  the  student  registers  concurrently 
in  the  two  schools,  permitting  opportunities  to  complete  core,  track,  and  elective  public  health 
courses  and  also  earn'  the  required  clinical  elective  work  in  the  medical  curriculum.  The  M.D. 
and  the  M.P.H.  degrees  max  be  awarded  simultaneously  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year;  either 
degree  may  be  awarded  separately  when  the  requirements  have  been  met.

Integrated  M.D.— Oral  and  Maxillofacial  Surgen^  Program 

This  program  is  a  cooperati\'e  effi^rt  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surger)-,  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  It  has  been  designed  to  train  specialists 
equipped  to  handle  the  expanded  scope  of  maxillofacial  surgical  practice  and  to  pro\'ide 
academic,  research,  and  clinical  leadership  in  this  area.  The  program  combines  three  and  a  half 
years  of  study  for  the  M.D.  degree  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  with  three  and  a 
half  years  training  in  oral  and  maxillofacial  surgen'  and  general  surgen'  at  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
Candidates  must  be  accepted  for  admission  to  both  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and 
the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgen'.  Interested  candidates  should  request  flirther  informa- 
tion and  an  application  form  from  Dr.  Steven  M.  Roser,  Division  of  Oral  and  Maxilloficial 
Surgen',  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgen',  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032. 

Programs  in  Physical  Therapy  and  Occupational  Therapy 

Educational  programs  are  offered  by  the  Department  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine  to  students 
who  have  already  earned  a  bachelor's  degree.  They  may  apply  for  admission  to  a  two-year 
program  leading  to  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  physical  therapy  or  occupational  therapy,  or 
a  second  professional  Master  of  Science  degree  in  occupational  therap\'  education  or  occupa- 
tional therapy  administration.  Details  are  gi\en  in  the  bulletin  of  Programs  in  Ph\'sical  Therapy 
and  Occupational  Therapy. 
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Program  of  the  Center  for  Psychoanalytic  Training  and  Research 

A  course  of  training  in  the  thcor)'  and  practice  of  ps\'choanalvtic  medicine  is  offered  through  the 
Center  for  Psychoanalytic  Training  and  Research  of  the  Department  of  Psychiatr\'.  The  pro- 
gram, a  minimum  of  four  years  in  length,  leads  to  the  award  of  a  certificate  in  Psychoanalysis. 
For  details,  see  the  bulletin  of  the  Center  (formerly  the  Psychoanalytic  Clinic). 

Programs  in  Nutrition 

The  Master  of  Science  program,  administered  by  the  Postgraduate  Diyision  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  is  a  twehe-month  program  that  senes  as  a  foundation  for  students  who  plan  to 
continue  for  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  or  to  attend  a  professional  school  in  the  health 
sciences.  In  addition,  the  master's  program  is  offered  to  physicians  and  other  health  specialists 
who  wish  to  augment  their  training  \yith  a  knovvledge  of  nutrition. 

Requirements  for  admission:  a  bachelor's  degree  from  an  accredited  college,  with  a  strong 
emphasis  on  the  sciences,  including  two  years  of  chemistn',  one  year  of  biolog}',  and  a  course  in 
elementar}'  biochemistry'.  The  Graduate  Record  Examination  is  required. 

In  addition  a  combined  M.S./M.P.H.  degree  in  nutrition  and  public  health  is  offered.  This  is 
an  eighteen-month  program  that  is  designed  to  prepare  indi\'iduals  for  a  career  in  public  health 
nutrition. 

Requirements  for  admission:  a  bachelor's  degree  from  an  accredited  college  including  one  \'ear  of 
chemistry'  and  one  year  of  biologx'.  The  Graduate  Record  Examination  is  required. 

Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Executiye  Committee  on  Graduate  Instruction  of  the  Graduate 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  students  may  follow  a  progi'am  of  studies  leading  to  the  Ph.D. 
degree.  Course  work  and  thesis  research  in  nutritional  biochemistn'  and  in  clinical  and  public 
health  nutrition  are  carried  out  under  the  guidance  of  the  Doctoral  Program  Subcommittee 
on  Nutrition. 

Requirements  fm-  admission:  successful  completion  of  the  Master  of  Science  degree  program  as 
outlined  aboye,  or  the  equix'alent,  and  demonstrated  scholarly  ability  in  pursuing  adyanced 
studies  and  research.  In  addition,  students  must  Rilfill  the  general  requirements  for  the  degree 
which  goyern  all  Ph.D.  candidates  in  the  Unixersity. 

A  program  of  postdoctoral  training  in  nutrition  is  offered  for  qualified  indiyiduals  haying  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  who  intent  to  pursue 
careers  in  teaching  and  research  in  nutrition.  The  program  includes  clinics,  selected  nutrition 
courses,  seminars,  and  participation  in  research  projects,  with  a  yiew  to qualif\'ingthe  individual 
for  teaching  in  medical  schools  or  in  nutrition  departments  of  graduate  schools.  Specific  train- 
ing is  given  in  the  areas  of  nutrition  and  development,  prenatal  growth,  obesitv',  endocrinology', 
and  nutrition  and  metabolism.  This  program  has  considerable  flexibility  and  is  arranged  with 
the  individual  to  suit  his  or  her  particular  goals  and  needs. 

A  separate  postdoctoral  training  program  is  available  for  qualified  individuals  holding  either  a 
doctorate  in  dentistrv'  or  a  Ph.D.  degree  who  plan  to  pursue  a  career  teaching  in  dental  schools 
and  doing  research  related  to  nutrition  and  oral  health.  The  program  will  provide  strong, 
fundamental  research  training  in  nutrition,  as  well  as  specific  exposure  and  training  in  each  of 
the  areas  that  nutrition  impacts  on  oral  health.  The  training  consists  of  formal  lectures, 
seminars,  laboratory'  training,  clinical  research,  and,  w  hen  appropriate,  field  studies.  All  candi- 
dates are  awarded  the  M.S.  degree  in  nutrition.

Program  in  Biophysics  and  Biophysical  Chemistry 

The  program  of  study  in  biophysics  and  biophysical  chemistrv',  which  leads  to  the  award  of  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and 
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Sciences.  Information  about  admission  and  degree  requirements  and  courses  of  instruction  is 
given  in  the  bulletin  of  the  GracHuate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Endowed  Lectureships  and  Visiting  Professorship 

Through  the  kindness  of  generous  donors,  the  resources  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  include 
sexeral  distinguished  lectureships  and  a  x'isiting  professorship: 

The  Cam\n-ujht  Lecture  Fund,  established  under  the  will  of  Benjamin  Cartvvright,  made  possible 
biennial  lectures  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  P&S  Alumni  Association  during  the  period 
1881-1912.  A  new  series  of  Cartwright  Lectures  was  inaugurated  under  the  College's  auspices 
in  Noxember  1974. 

The  Alexander  Min0  Fisher  Lectures  were  established  under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Dr.  A.  M. 
Fisher's  halt-brother,  E.  Douglas  Southwick,  to  make  possible  lectures  on  the  general  theme  of 
Death  and  Dving. 

The  Michnel  Heidelberfjer  Lectures  were  begim  in  1955  to  honor  the  notable  contributions  of 
Dr.  Heidelberger,  now  Professor  Emeritus  of  Immunochemistn,',  and  to  stimulate  further 
scientific  progress  in  immunochemistn'  and  related  disciplines. 

The  Ludwi£i  Schaefer  Visiting  Professmship  was  established  by  the  bequest  of  the  late  Ludwig 
Schaeter  to  encourage  and  promote  research  work  in  the  sciences  of  human  phvsiolog\'.  It  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  of  a  \'isiting  professor  for  six  months,  from  parts  of  the  world  other 
than  North  and  South  America. 

The  David  See£[al  Lectureship  and  Visitinjj  Professorship  Fund,  gi\-en  b\'  the  Alpha  Omega  Alpha 
Honor  Medical  Society  and  others,  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  visiting  professor  who  is 
in  residence  for  five  days.  During  this  time  he  or  she  delivers  the  David  Seegal  Lecture  on 
Chronic  Disease. 

Prizes  and  Awards 

The  Distinguished  Sennce  Award  of  the  College  of  Phvsicians  and  Surgeons  is  gix'en  annualK'  at 
Commencement  exercises  to  a  member  of  the  faculty  for  outstanding  contributions  to 
medicine. 

The  Louisa  Gross  Horivitz  Prize,  the  recipient  of  which  traditionallv  gi\'es  a  public  lecture,  was 
established  under  the  will  of  the  late  S.  Gross  Horwitz  in  honor  of  his  mother  and  is  given 
annualh'  in  recognition  of  outstanding  basic  research  in  the  fields  of  biolog\'  or  biochemistn'. 

The  Dt:  Harold  and  Golden  Lamport  Research  Awards  were  initiated  in  1983  to  recognize  out- 
standing voung  researchers  in  basic  science  and  in  clinical  science. 

The  Joseph  Mather  Smith  Prize  is  awarded  to  the  graduate  of  the  College  whose  original  research 
in  medical  subjects  is  deemed  bv  the  Dean's  Advison'  Committee  on  Honors  and  Awards  to  be 
the  most  meritorious. 

The  Stevens  Triennial  Prize  is  awarded  to  the  person,  not  necessarilv  a  graduate  of  the  College, 
whose  original  research  on  anv  medical  subject  is  deemed  hv  the  Dean's  Ad\isor\'  Committee 
on  Honors  and  Awards  to  be  the  most  meritorious. 

The  Dean' s  Award fm-  Outstandinff  Contributions  to  Teachinjj  was  inaugurated  in  the  mid-1970s  as 
an  appropriate  wa\'  to  recognize  tacult\-  members  who  are  notably  effectixe  as  teachers  or  leaders 
in  education.

Postgraduate  Programs 


Opportunities  for  continuing  medical  education  beyond  the  M.D.  degree  are  offered  at  the 
College  of  Ph\sicians  and  Surgeons  through  three  major  programs:  (1)  the  training  of  specialists 
b\'  means  of  hospital  residencies;  (2)  special  courses  in  general  medicine  and  in  the  specialties, 
for  practicing  physicians  and  physicians  in  training  who  wish  to  renew  and  continue  their  educa- 
tional experiences  in  the  \'arious  fields  of  medicine;  and  (3)  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science 
Program,  for  ph\'sicians  with  particular  interest  and  competence  in  research  in  the  basic 
sciences.  Further  information  about  these  programs  mav  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Facultx'  of  Medicine. 

Graduate  Training  of  Specialists 

The  program  offers  training  opportunities  through  fellowships  at  the  College  of  Phvsicians  and 
Surgeons  and  residencies  at  affiliated  hospitals  for  holders  of  the  M.D.  degree.  Proper  training 
for  specialization  includes  four  major  elements.  First,  it  pro\'ides  a  comprehensi\e  clinical 
experience  as  a  resident  in  the  hospital  that  is  equipped  and  staffed  to  provide  graded  responsi- 
bilities under  the  superxision  of  experts  in  the  selected  specialty.  Second,  it  disciplines  the 
resident  in  scientific  attitudes  toward  health  and  ciisease  and  enriches  the  clinical  experience 
through  advanced  training  in  those  medical  sciences  that  are  largely  concerned  with  the  resi- 
dent's specialty.  Third,  it  enables  the  resident  to  see  and  to  begin  to  understand  the  effect  of 
illness  on  the  individual  patient  and  the  response  of  that  person  to  the  illness  and  to  the  physi- 
cian. The  relationships  that  the  resident  physician  dex-elops  with  indixidual  patients  set  the 
pattern  for  his  or  her  participation  in  the  deliven'  of  health  care  after  the  completion  of  the 
residency.  Finally,  it  gi\es  the  student  the  opportunity,  either  as  a  resident  or  as  a  fellow,  to  do 
basic  or  clinical  research.  This,  in  turn,  may  stimulate  the  type  of  creative  productivity  that  may 
earn  the  student  a  recommendation  for  admission  to  a  program  leading  to  the  award  of  the 
Doctor  of  Medical  Science  degree. 

Postgraduate  Courses  for  Practicing  Physicians  and  Specialists 

A  variety  of  short  courses  have  been  organized  at  hospitals  and  clinics  affiliated  with  the  Uni\er- 
sity;  they  are  available  at  the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  and  at  the  other  affiliated 
hospitals.  No  University  credit  or  certificates  are  granted  for  these  courses,  but  continuing 
medical  education  credit  is  g-ranted  throus:h  the  Phvsicians  Recosnition  Award  of  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

Courses  for  the  general  practitioner  fiirnish  opportunities  to  keep  abreast  of  new  knowledge 
and  the  latest  methods  of  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  prevention;  and  to  learn  the  indications, 
limitations,  and  \alue  of  those  technical  procedures  that  require  the  attention  of  a  qualified 
specialist.  The  instruction  consists  largely  of  first-hand  clinical  experience,  lectures,  demonstra- 
tions, and  discussion. 

For  those  already  practicing  a  specialty,  ad\anced  instruction  is  gi\en  in  the  therapeutic  and 
diagnostic  methods  of  certain  limited  fields  of  practice.  Enrollment  is  limited  to  those  who  have 
the  preparation  necessar\'  to  enable  them  to  benefit  by  the  advanced  instruction. 

Program  for  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  Degree 

The  Uni\ersitv  confers  the  Med.Sc.D.  degree  upon  a  few  ph\'sicians  who  have  completed  a 
research  project  in  one  of  the  basic  science  fields.  Only  staff"  members  of  the  Columbia- 
Presbvterian  Medical  Center  are  eligible  for  this  degree.  A  minimum  of  two  years  of  full-time 
work  in  the  basic  science  field  is  required.  Additional  requirements  include  completion  of  a 
significant  and  original  research  project,  the  passing  of  comprehensive  and  oral  examinations, 
and  submission  of  a  dissertation.
